General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority  comprise  :  — 

One  Medical  Officer  (part-time)  who  is  also  District  Medical 
Officer  and  Public  Vaccinator  for  the  Area. 

One  Sanitary  Inspector. 

One  Surveyor  who  supervises  the  Council’s  Water  Undertakings. 

Services  for  the  Area. 

Laboratory  Facilities — The  Clinical  Research  Association  Ltd., 
York  Buildings,  Adelphi,  London,  W.C.2. 
and  also  County  Laboratory,  Derby. 


Clinic  end  Treatment  Centres — Under  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — There  are  no  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  in  the  District,  but  general  nursing  is  done  by  a 
Queen’s  Nurse  under  the  Whaley  Bridge  and  Furness  Vale 
District  Nursing  Association.  The  Nurse  visits  the  homes 
and  renders  excellent  service. 

Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary — None  in  the  Area. 

Ambulance  Facilities — Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  removed  to 
hospital  by  the  motor  ambulances  belonging  to  the  Chinlev 
Isolation  Hospital.  By  arrangement  with  the  Council,  the 
New  Mills  Ambulance  serves  for  non-infectious  and  accident 
cases,  and  I  should  again  like  to  state  how  promptly  and 
efficiently  the  work  is  carried  out  when  a  call  is  made  for 
their  services. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water: 

Number  of  premises  supplied  with  Council’s  water .  1,410 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  chiefly  composed  of  upland 
waters  collected  into  and  distributed  from  service  reservoirs  in  different 
parts  of  the  district, namely,  Diglee,  Foxhome,  Nook,  Lee  Head,  Taxal. 
All  these  supplies  were  of  satisfactory  quality  and  quantity,  although 
owing  to  the  very  dry  summer,  very  great  care  had  to  be  taken  to  reduce 
the  waste  to  a  minimum.  I  am  glad  to  s°y  that  the  supply  had  never 
to  be  curtailed  throughout  the  year. 

I  should  here  bke  to  pay  a  tribute  to  your  Surveyor  for  the  very 
able  manner  in  wh'ch  he  looks  after  the  water  supply  of  the  district. 

The  following  extensions  to  the  Council’s  mains  were  carried  out 
during  the  year:  — 

Charlesworth  Road,  Furness  Vale  ...  86  yards  of  3"  service  main. 

Jodrell  Road,  Whaley  Bridge  ...  80  yards  of  3"  service  main. 


Sewerage: 

The  sewage  was  s  tisfactorily  treated  at  Furness  Vale  by  the 
Whaley  Bridge  and  District  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  and  no  complaints 
were  received  concerning  the  discharged  effluent. 

Cleansing  and  rodding.  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  whenever 
necessary. 

The  following  sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  :  — 

144  yards  9"  sewer  Elnor  Lane. 

74  yards  6"  J  odrell  Road. 


Rivers  end  Streams: 

The  River  Goyt  which  runs  through  the  District  is  directly  under 
the  control  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  joint  Committee,  so  far  as  the 
control  of  pollution  is  concerned. 

Closet  Accommodation: 

Six  privy  middens  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 
On  December  31st,  1937,  there  were  1,479  water  closets,  41  privies, 
and  72  pail  closets. 

Public  Scavenging: 

This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and  has  been  satisfactorily 
cirried  out. 

During  the  year  a  Karrier  motor  refuse  collecting  vehicle  was 
purchsscd  to  displace  the  old  horse  and  cart  system  and  this  change 
over  has  been  amply  justified  by  the  more  efficient  service  rendered  to 
the  district. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area: 

Systematc  inspections  of  the  district  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  whenever  defects  have  been  discovered  steps  have  been  taken 
to  have  same  rectified.  The  S  nitary  Inspector  is  to  be  highly  com¬ 
mended  on  his  conscientious  work,  details  of  which  are  appended  in 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Smoke  Abatement: 

During  the  year  periodical  smoke  observations  were  taken  of  the 
factory  chimneys  in  the  area.  In  isolated  cases  the  smoke  emission 
was  slightly  excessive,  but  after  approaching  the  responsible  persons 
improvements  were  soon  noticed. 

A  certain  amount  of  smoke  is  inevitable  in  the  industries  of  this 
neighbourhood. 

Shops: 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts. 
During  the  year  the  powers  under  the  Shops  Acts  1912-36,  formerly 
administered  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  were  transferred  to 
this  Council. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools: 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
in  the  district. 

Schools: 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supplies  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  in  the  district  have  been  quite  satisfactory.  During  the  latter 


halt  of  the  year  a  number  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were 
notified.  Swabs  from  the  scholars  and  masters  were  periodically  taken 
and  the  School  fumigated  throughout.  No  Schools  were  closed  during 
the  year. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901: 

All  premises  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Act  have  been 
periodically  inspected.  Six  nuisances  were  detected  and  all  were 
abated.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply: 

On  the  whole  the  milk  supplies  were  quite  satisfactory.  Seventy- 
two  inspections  of  cowsheds  were  made  and  reconditioning  work  took 
place  at  1 1  of  the  farms  in  the  district. 

Two  new  shippons  and  4  new  dairies  were  built. 


There  are  now  10  cowkeepers  in  the  district  holding  Accredited 
Milk  licenses  and  one  cowkeeper  licenced  to  sell  Grade  "A”  T.T.  Milk. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods: 

Inspection  of  meat  and  other  food  supplies  has  been  carried  out 
regularly,  and  animals  inspected  both  before  and  after  slaughtering. 
All  premises  used  for  the  preparation,  storage,  or  sale  of  food  are  in  a 
satisfactory  state,  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  in 
the  district. 

No  marking  under  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  is 
in  force.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 

No  cases  of  malaria  or  dysentery  were  notified. 

During  the  Ltter  half  of  the  year  this  district,  as  in  many  other 
districts  throughout  the  country,  suffered  from  -  sporadic  outbreaks  of 
D'phthena  and  Scarlet  Fever.  Fortunately,  most  of  the  cases  were  of 
a  mild  type.  All  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease  and  disinfection  of  premises  and  articles  which  were  exposed 
to  infection  was  carried  cut  systematically,  and  library  books  which  had 
been  in  contact  with  patients  were  destroyed.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin 
is  issued  gratuitously  when  required  and  has  been  promptly  used  when 


necessary.  Toxoid  anti-toxin  is  also  issued  gratuitously. 

The  district  was  free  from  any  influenza  epidemic  during  the  year. 
School  intimations  were  regularly  made  use  of.
